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Minister's  Message 


Giving  Alberta's  students  the  best  possible  education  is  the  mission  of 
Alberta  Education. 

In  today's  competitive  international  markets,  Alberta's  young  people  must 
get  an  education  which  is  second  to  none  if  they  are  to  take  their  place  in 
shaping  the  future  of  this  province  and  Canada. 

In  1989-90,  our  focus  was  on  achieving  that  very  goal  -  making  Alberta's 
education  system  second  to  none. 

First,  in  science  education.  In  July  1989  I  established  a  committee  of 
highly  qualified  Albertans  to  provide  me  with  their  advice  on  future 
directions  for  science  education.  Based  on  the  important  work  done  by 
this  committee,  new  directions  in  science  education  were  announced  in 
January,  1 990  -  new  directions  that  will  provide  all  students  with  more 
and  better  science  education.  All  students,  not  just  those  going  on  to 
specialize  in  science,  need  to  be  equipped  with  a  good  knowledge  of 
science  for  their  careers,  their  communities  and  their  daily  lives. 

Second,  in  special  education  programs.  In  November  1989  I  announced  a 
thorough  review  of  a  number  of  aspects  of  special  education  to  ensure  that 
children  with  special  needs  get  the  kind  of  support  and  education  they  need 
to  succeed  and  become  active  participants  in  the  life  and  future  of  the 
province. 

Third,  excellence,  efficiency  and  equity.  These  three  themes  continued  to 
be  the  focus  for  all  our  activities  in  1 989-90.  Improved  results  for 
students,  excellent  student  evaluation  programs,  new  junior  high  courses, 
a  new  high  needs  program  for  children  in  inner  city  schools  in  Edmonton 
and  Calgary,  development  of  distance  learning  courses,  a  new  Integrated 
Occupational  program,  and  the  development  of  plans  for  examining  fiscal 
equity  among  school  boards  -  all  of  these  initiatives  contributed  to  our  goal 
of  giving  Alberta's  children  the  best  possible  education. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  trustees,  teachers,  and  parents  who  devote 
so  much  of  their  time  to  the  education  of  students.  Increasingly,  all  of  us  - 
business  people,  professionals,  community  members,  people  from  all  walks 
of  life  in  the  province  -  will  need  to  become  more  involved  in  making 
education  our  business.  The  children  of  this  province  deserve  our  ongoing 
support,  our  energy  and  our  direct  participation  so  that  we  can  succeed  in 
making  Alberta's  education  system  second  to  none  in  the  world. 
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Report  of  the  Deputy  Minister 


1 989-90  was  a  year  of  change  for  the  department.  The  department's 
commitment  to  equity,  excellence  and  efficiency  in  Alberta's  education 
system,  in  a  period  of  increasing  fiscal  restraint,  meant  that  the 
department  was  faced  with  the  challenge  of  not  only  keeping  standards 
high,  but  also  continuing  to  improve  its  performance  with  fewer  resources. 
It  was  necessary  to  look  within  for  ways  of  becoming  more  efficient,  and  as 
a  result  plans  for  substantial  restructuring  of  the  department  were  begun 
in  early  1989. 

By  late  March  1990,  changes,  including  the  creation  of  the  Planning  and 
Information  Services  Division,  were  in  the  process  of  being  established. 
The  department  was  in  transition  -  information  services  were  transferring 
from  Finance  and  Support  Services  to  Planning  and  Information  Services, 
all  distance  learning  was  in  the  process  of  being  amalgamated  under  the 
services  of  the  Alberta  Correspondence  School,  all  services  related  to 
developing  new  programs,  evaluation  and  getting  learning  resources  into 
the  hands  of  students  and  teachers  were  being  consolidated  under  the 
Student  Programs  and  Evaluation  Division.  Thus  the  Learning  Resources 
Distributing  Centre  moved  from  the  umbrella  of  Finance  and  Support 
Services  to  Student  Programs  and  Evaluation.  And  Curriculum  Design  and 
Curriculum  Support  were  re-integrated  into  one  branch,  Curriculum, 
thereby  reuniting  the  functions  of  program  development  and 
implementation. 

The  services  provided  by  the  Program  Delivery  Division  were  also 
consolidated  and  improved.  To  more  adequately  reflect  its  mandate,  the 
division's  name  was  changed  to  Regional  Services.  The  mandate  of 
Community  and  International  Education  became  more  focused  on  the 
Alberta  community.  The  branch  was  changed  to  National  and  International 
Education,  and  the  branch  became  a  member  of  the  Regional  Services 
Division.  Finally,  Human  Resources  became  a  separate  unit  reporting 
directly  to  the  Deputy  Minister. 

The  fiscal  year  1 989-90  was  also  a  year  in  which  major  changes  in  school 
programs  were  completed  and  announced,  and  in  which  changes  in  the 
structure  of  grants  were  initiated.  Directions  for  junior  high  school 
education  outlined  by  the  Secondary  Education  in  Alberta  policy  statement 
of  June  1 985  were  fulfilled  in  the  core  and  many  of  the  complementary 
subjects.  An  important  new  direction  for  senior  high  science  courses  was 


announced  in  January  1990.  Grant  applications  were  streamlined  and  two 
new  grants,  for  Distance  Education  and  High  Needs  students,  were  made 
available  to  jurisdictions.  Plans  for  reviewing  problems  in  fiscal  equity 
among  school  jurisdictions  were  initiated  and  became  an  important  focus 
of  the  Planning  and  Policy  Secretariat  under  the  direction  of  the  Deputy 
Minister. 

Despite  the  atmosphere  of  fiscal  restraint,  a  5.5  per  cent  increase  in 
grants  to  school  boards  reflected  the  government's  commitment  to 
education.  Total  funding  grew  to  $1 .5  billion.  Special  education,  student 
transportation,  language  education,  Early  Childhood  Services,  and  private 
schools  funding  were  all  increased.  Per  student  operating  grants  rose  to 
$1 ,958  for  each  elementary  student,  $2,106  for  each  junior  high 
school  student,  and  $2,272  for  each  senior  high  school  student.  An 
additional  $85  million  was  provided  to  build  new  schools  and  upgrade 
existing  facilities. 


Planning  and  Policy  Secretariat 


Key  achievements  in  1989-90 

▼  The  Planning  and  Policy  Secretariat  assisted  the  Deputy  Minister  to 
implement  department  reorganization. 
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T  A  public  process  was  initiated  in  March  1 990  to  assist  the  Minister  to 
address  fiscal  equity  in  education  funding  across  the  province. 

T  Provincial  Educational  Performance  Standards  and  Indicators  were 
drafted,  and  the  secretariat  managed  results-based  education  projects 
in  12  school  jurisdictions  to  develop  Local  Educational  Quality  Indicators. 

▼  The  Planning  and  Policy  Secretariat  developed  a  framework  for 
integrated  learning  systems.  It  helped  several  school  jurisdictions 
prepare  proposals  for  computer  managed  learning  systems,  with  the 
result  of  more  individualized  instruction,  better  use  of  technology,  and 
stronger  school  partnerships. 

▼  The  first  phase  was  completed  of  the  Educational  Information  Exchange 
project.  The  project  was  begun  in  1 988-89  to  establish  a  province-wide 
student  registry. 


▼  Two  new  publications  were  developed:  Facts  and  Figures,  a  collection  of 
data  about  Alberta's  educational  performance,  and  National  Education 
Statistics,  which  provides  comparative  data  about  education  in  all  10 
provinces. 


Communications  Branch 


Key  achievements  in  1989-90 

T  Communications  assisted  with  the  review  of  the  department's 
organization  and  plans  for  restructuring,  and  coordinated  numerous 
communications  activities  to  keep  department  staff  informed  about  the 
reorganization  process. 


T  Communications  support  was  provided  to  the  Premier's  Council  on  the 
Status  of  Persons  with  Disabilities. 

T  Communications  support  was  provided  for  the  first  Excellence  in 
Teaching  Awards  ceremony  and  program,  held  in  November  1989. 

T  Branch  staff  coordinated  the  province-wide  activities  and  promotions  of 
Education  Week. 

▼  Numerous  major  news  events  were  coordinated. 

T  intercom,  the  department's  internal  newsletter,  was  revised  and 
produced  to  enlighten  staff  about  department  activities. 
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Student  Programs  and  Evaluation  Division 
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Key  achievements  in  1989-90 

New  science  programs 

▼  The  Minister's  Advisory  Council  on  Science  was  initiated  in  August  1 989 
to  review  the  secondary  science  curriculum  and  to  recommend  new 
directions.  In  January  1990  the  Minister  announced  that  the  secondary 
science  program  would  be  revised  to  give  all  students  a  strong 
foundation  in  science,  and  to  provide  an  enriched  science  curriculum  for 
students  destined  for  post-secondary  science  programs. 


New  junior  high  courses  and  programs 

▼  In  1 989-90,  the  directions  outlined  in  the  government  of  Alberta's  policy 
statement  on  secondary  education  were  fulfilled  for  all  of  the  junior  high 
core  subjects  and  for  several  complementary  courses.  New  courses  in 
the  core  areas  of  science,  language  arts,  mathematics,  social  studies, 
physical  education,  and  health  and  personal  life  skills  were  completed. 
Complementary  courses  in  home  economics,  music,  drama  and 
computer  literacy  were  revised.  With  the  help  of  many  important 
community  partners,  complementary  courses  were  prepared  in  ethics, 
agriculture:  land  and  life,  business  studies,  and  environmental  and 
outdoor  education.  Several  of  the  core  and  complementary  courses 
were  also  made  available  in  French.  The  Ukrainian  language  arts 
program  was  revised  and  new  Francais  7,  8  and  9  and  French 
Language  Arts  7,  8  and  9  courses  were  developed,  as  well  as  new 
courses  in  German,  Cree  and  Blackfoot. 

▼  The  new  Integrated  Occupational  Program  (I0P)  for  grades  8  and  9  was 
implemented  during  the  1 989-90  school  year.  This  program  is  for 
students  who  experience  difficulty  in  the  regular  program  route.  The 
program  helps  the  students  learn  appropriate  citizenship  skills,  gain 
entry-level  employment  skills,  and  develop  an  appreciation  for  life-long 
learning.  More  than  50  schools  in  various  jurisdictions  of  the  province 
offered  the  I0P  for  their  junior  high  students.  These  students  will  be  able 
to  continue  in  the  I0P  at  the  high  school  level  over  the  coming  years  and 
will  receive  a  certificate  of  achievement  to  recognize  their 
accomplishments. 


Improved  evaluation 

T  Alberta  Education  was  an  important  force  behind  the  development  of  a 
new  project  to  assess  numeracy  and  literacy  skills  of  Canada's  1 3-  and 
1 6-year-old  students.  Under  the  Council  of  Ministers  of  Education, 
Canada,  the  project  is  designed  to  gather  an  information  base  that 
provides  valid  comparisons  between  educational  performance  in  all  of 
Canada's  provinces  and  territories. 

▼  The  first  administration  of  the  Francais  30  diploma  examination  took 
place  in  January  1 990.  Francophone  students  registered  in  this  course 
are  now  required  to  write  the  Francais  30  diploma  exam. 

T  A  diagnostic  evaluation  program  was  developed  for  mathematics,  grade 
1  through  6,  and  a  diagnostic  learning  and  communications  program 
was  field  tested  for  grades  7  through  10.  Educators  in  schools  gave 
high  marks  to  the  usefulness  of  the  programs. 

T  Diploma  examinations  were  revised  to  better  challenge  and  test  the 
cognitive  learning  of  students  who  operate  at  very  high  levels  in 
mathematics  and  science.    More  written  response  questions  were 
included  on  the  exams,  while  numeric  responses  and  multiple  choice 
questions  were  refined. 

Distance  learning 

▼  A  substantial  number  of  new  or  revised  distance  education  courses 
were  developed  in  1 989-90,  many  in  conjunction  with  school 
jurisdictions  in  the  province.  Development  of  these  course  materials  is  a 
vital  part  of  Alberta  Education's  focus  on  equity  in  education.  The  course 
materials  help  ensure  that  every  student,  regardless  of  where  he  or  she 
lives,  has  access  to  high  quality  educational  opportunities. 

▼  Major  emphasis  was  placed  on  Computer  Managed  Learning  and 
Computer  Assisted  Learning  programs.  In  1 989-90  the  Alberta 
Correspondence  School  provided  support  to  more  than  50  schools 
across  the  province  where  students  were  engaged  in  computer-based 
courses. 


▼  Alberta  Education  decided  to  consolidate  distance  learning 

responsibilities  under  the  Alberta  Correspondence  School.  Distance 
learning  courses  are  proving  of  special  benefit  to  students  in  regular 
schools,  especially  students  in  Alberta's  small  high  schools.  Revised 
versions  of  courses  piloted  in  1 988-89  were  made  available  provincially 
in  1989-90. 

New  language  programs 

T  New  language  programs  were  developed  for  secondary  francophone  and 
French  Immersion  students.  Francais  10-20-30  was  developed  to  meet 
the  specific  needs  of  students  enrolled  in  francophone  schools  or 
programs.  French  language  arts  was  developed  for  students  learning 
French  in  an  immersion  setting. 

T  Blackfoot  Language  and  Culture  for  Early  Childhood  to  grade  9  was 
approved  for  implementation.  Inservice  activities  were  held  to  introduce 
the  program  to  teachers,  administrators,  community  resource  people, 
parents  and  elders  from  provincial  and  band  schools. 


Program  Delivery  Division 


Key  achievements  in  1989-90 

Special  Education  Review 

T  In  November  1 989  the  Minister  announced  that  Alberta  Education 
would  work  with  other  education  stakeholders  to  review  special 
education  funding,  coordination  of  services  and  outcome  indicators. 


High  Needs  Program 

▼  A  new  High  Needs  Program  was  developed  to  address  the  special  needs 
of  inner  city  children  in  Edmonton  and  Calgary.  The  program  provides 
grants  to  the  four  school  boards  in  Edmonton  and  Calgary  to  help  high 
needs  students  improve  their  language  skills,  develop  self  esteem, 
increase  their  satisfaction  with  school,  learn  appropriate  behaviour  and 
improve  their  school  attendance  record,  and  complete  their  grades  and 
schooling. 


Student  appeals 

T  The  Appeals  and  Student  Attendance  Secretariat  was  established  in  May 
1 989  to  coordinate  three  new  statutory  provisions:  reviews  by  the 
Minister,  the  Attendance  Board  and  the  Special  Needs  Tribunal. 

▼  Twenty  five  reviews  by  the  Minister  were  coordinated  by  the  Appeals  and 
Student  Attendance  Secretariat,  of  which  1 7  were  resolved  and  the 
remainder  deferred  or  at  various  stages  of  review  by  the  fiscal  year  end. 
Fifteen  referrals  were  resolved  by  Attendance  Board  hearings  or  other 
ways  such  as  mediation. 
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T  The  appeals  had  recurrent  themes:  placement  of  special  needs 
students;  funding  in  special  education  programs;  student  suspensions 
and  expulsions;  access  to  second  language  programs;  school  'user'  fees 
charged  for  special  features  of  regular  school  programs;  and  school 
attendance  boundaries. 


Monitoring  programs  and  policies 

T  Program  Delivery's  focus  on  monitoring  shifted  to  the  effect  of 
programs,  policies  and  grants  on  student  learning.  The  division's 


monitoring  of  school  jurisdictions  addressed  compliance  with  grant 
conditions;  implementation  of  evaluation  policies;  and  significant  changes 
resulting  from  the  Secondary  Education  Policy. 
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Consultation  and  leadership  in  curriculum,  programs  and  policies 

T  Program  Delivery  staff  advised  and  assisted  schools  and  school 
jurisdiction  authorities  in  areas  of  programing  and  policy  affected  by: 

-  the  implementation  of  new  courses 

-  home  education 

-  program  continuity 

-  educational  exchange  programs. 


T  Program  Delivery  staff  contributed  to  initiatives  on  literacy  by 
assisting  with  the  School  Extension  Program  and  International 
Literacy  Year  Projects. 

T  The  division  collaborated  with  the  Language  Services  Branch  and 
school  jurisdictions  to  develop  Cree,  Blackfoot,  Sarcee  and 
Chipewyan  language  programs.  Learning  resources  were  written 
from  the  Native  perspective  and  inservices  and  conferences  were 
held  to  promote  understanding  of  Native  cultures. 

T  Other  special  initiatives  included  work  with  new  consortia  in 
southern  Alberta  -  the  Distance  Learning  Options  Consortium  and 
the  Southern  Alberta  Professional  Development  Consortium.  The 
first  provincial  Hutterite  Teachers'  Conference  was  held  to 
address  some  of  the  unique  problems  faced  by  educators  in  this 
area. 


Recognition  of  teacher  excellence 

▼  The  first  Excellence  in  Teaching  Awards  Program  was  held  in  1989. 
The  program  was  initiated  by  the  Council  on  Alberta  Teaching  Standards 
to  recognize  and  honour  the  many  outstanding  contributions  of  teachers 
to  education.  Twenty  teachers  were  honoured  at  a  Provincial  Awards 
Ceremony  in  November,  while  Local  Recognition  Certificates  were 
awarded  at  local  ceremonies  throughout  the  province. 


Finance  and  Administration  Division 


Key  achievements  in  1989-90 


New  grants  programs,  improved  administration 

T  Two  new  grant  programs  were  introduced  to  improve  equity  in 

educational  programming  in  Alberta.  Distance  Education  grants  were 
made  available  to  school  boards  that  met  specified  criteria,  and  the  High 
Needs  grant  program  was  introduced  to  help  inner  city  school  children. 


▼  Grant  programs  were  simplified  to  ease  their  administration  and 

increase  their  efficiency.  Urban  transportation  grants  for  the  four  metro 
boards  in  Calgary  and  Edmonton  were  block  funded,  and  the  new 
Resident  Student  of  Government  grant  provided  support  to  school 
boards  educating  students  who  are  wards  of  the  government  and  who 
are  placed  in  institutions  or  group  homes. 

T  Administrative  efficiency  was  improved  within  the  department  by  refining 
the  budget  preparation  system,  providing  workshops  on  financial 
controls  and  expenditure  authorities,  and  by  putting  in  place  a 
computerized  system  for  tracking  and  reporting  the  department's  $165 
million  revenue.  The  department's  efficiency  was  evident  in  its  51  per 
cent  increase  in  reproduction  services  -  handled  without  increased 
operating  costs  or  manpower. 


Special  funds  for  school  boards 

T  Based  on  special  requests  from  29  school  boards,  contingency  funds  to 
a  total  of  $1 ,777,500  were  granted  to  1 5  jurisdictions  that  needed 
special  financial  assistance. 

T  Incremental  grants  were  provided  to  six  school  jurisdictions,  to  a  total  of 
$289,328.

Construction  and  upgrading  support  for  schools 

T  A  total  of  $85  million  in  government  funding  was  approved  for  school 
capital  projects  for  the  1 990  Capital  Program  Year.  The  total  amount 
requested  was  $330  million.  The  projects  were  evaluated  according  to 
local  and  provincial  needs,  ranked,  and  approved  within  the  $85  million 
limit. 


T  An  inventory  of  Alberta's  school  buildings  showed  that  44  per  cent  of 
the  schools  were  25  years  of  age  or  more  as  of  1 989,  that  64.5  per 
cent  will  reach  25  years  of  age  or  more  between  1990  and  1994,  and 
that  73.3  per  cent  will  reach  25  years  of  age  or  more  between  1 995 
and  1999.  The  inventory  shows  a  continuing  need  to  upgrade  and 
modernize  schools. 

T  A  new  five-year  Capital  Plan  proposal  was  completed. 

T  A  Block  Funding  approach  to  the  Building  Quality  Restoration  Program 
and  small  modernizations  was  completed. 

▼  The  interim  School  Capital  Policies  Regulations  and  Guidelines  Manual 
was  prepared  and  circulated  to  all  school  jurisdictions  in  Alberta. 


Staff  downsizing 

▼  To  prepare  for  significant  staff  reductions  in  1 990-91 ,  the  Human 
Resources  Branch  developed  a  coordination  plan  to  ensure  reduction 
targets  were  consistently  applied  throughout  the  department,  and  to 
provide  support  for  employees  affected  by  the  reductions.  Counselling, 
placement  support,  training  and  career  planning  services  were  offered 
to  staff  who  needed  assistance. 


Learning  Resources  Distributing  Centre 

▼  The  Learning  Resources  Distributing  Centre  continued  to  provide  quality 
resources  for  Alberta's  teachers  and  students.  Sales  for  1 989-90 
totalled  $32,913,222.
